Dodge ruled, in effect, today that 
act 107 of 1945 separating the pri- 
maries for federal and slate of- 
ficers was unconstitutional.

Farming is classified as a dan- 


gerous occupation, for many farm 
accidents result in severe injury or 
death. Farm leaders and farm fam- 
ilies are aware of the need for ac-' 
cidont prevention, and farm visitors 
should co-operate with them this 
summer. Faim as svell as urban ac- 
cidents are largely preventable, ac- 
" 
" " 
' 
Safety 


Induction examinations for mil- 


itary service revealed serious mu- 
tilation cases among young men 
from the farm who survived ma- 
jor injuries. Many of these acci- 
dents were due to careless use of 
power machinery, 
and, although 


the designers, manufacturers, and 
safety 
engineers are making an 


effort to produce farm machinery 
which is less liable to cause acci- 
dents, the operator of the machine 
still is the most important factor 
in accident prevention. 


Any running machine can cause 


an accident, and many .such result 
from someone's starting a machine 
while it is being repaired or ad- 
justed. 
All machines should be 


stopped before repairs 
are 
at- 


tempted. Ragged, loose 
clothing 


or long mufflers can be caught in 
pulleys, cogs and belts. 
GLOVES ARE DANGEROUS 


Loss of fingers, hands, and arms 


may result 
from tinkering with 


machinery while wearing ragged, 
long-linger-ed gloves. Jumping on 
ami off the seal of a moving ma- 
chine is another accident breeder, 
and flying ropes and cables have 
injured or killed many a farmer. 
Falls are just as common on the 


farm as in the city. Dark stair- 
ways, rotted rails, missing steps, 
and climbs 
on wobbly 
supports 


may cause accident. 
Low ceil- 


ings and low overheads on doors 
can produce skull fractures. Chil- 
dren should 
not be allowed 
to 


climb over buildings or to play on 
broken ladders and machinery. 
Just 
as careless housekeeping 


causes most accidents in the home, 
careless housekeeping in the barn- 
yard may result in accidents. A 
sharp tool dropped on the ground 
can uc obscured 
by weeds, and 


someone may step on a cutting 
edge without realizing it is there. 
Baie'foot children can 
run nails 


into their feel, and, as -all farm 
soil 
is contaminated wilh horse 


manure containing lelanus germs, 
lockjaw is a possibility following 
such an accident. 
PUT PITCHFORKS AWAY 


A pitchfork is one of the most 


dangerous tools Used on the farm. 
If a pitchfork is left leaning againsl 
a haystacjv, it may cause a serious 
injury lo someone who slides down 
the side of the stack and is caught 
on the handle. 


Throwing a fork down from the 


mow and then jumping on the hay 
has caused many a man to be se- 
i iously hurt. When forks are not 
in use, they should be hung on a 
wall to prevent anyone from step- 
ping on thair sharp prongs. 


This is a good time to make re- 


pairs around the farm and 
the 


house in order to prevent a fire 
next winter. Farmers should warn 
their visitors of the possibility of 
injuiy by farm animals and should 
stress the fire hazard created 
careless smoking habits.

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Nashville to 
Erect 'Quifck 
Freeze' Plant 


By SAM G. HARRIS 
Nashville, June. 17 — (/P) — A 


"quick freeze" plant to eliminate 
much of the price-depressing peak 
marketing of this section's highly 
perishable fruit and truck crops 
will be erected here for operation 
in 1947, President Bob McClure of 
the Nashville Chamber 
of 
Com- 
merce, said today. 


McClure, a produce dealer ,orch- 


ardist and stockman, said "five or 
six local men' "have formed a com- 
pany to erect the plant primarily 
off Ihe "buyer's market" created 
by Ihe simultaneous ripening 
of 


the fruit and truck crops in this 
region. 


"A small freezing plant is oper- 


ating here now but it cannot take 
care of nearly 
enough 
of 
the 
crops," McClure asserted. 


Nashville's market row already 


is a commercial "madhouse" as a 
result of neacc marketing which 
started June 1. Trucks and produce 
buyers crowd the streets. 


McClure said the principal peach 


crop — the elbertas — would not 
start moving until about July 
5. 


Two early varielics of peaches are 
being shipped now. 


He predicted that the total peach 


crop this year would fall short of 
the big 2.3UU carload crop of 1945 
because of "just one of those things 
—there wasn't as much budding on 
he trees this year as usual." He 
estimated about 1,800 carloads of 
peaches would be harvested 
and 


shipped from here by August 10. 


Peaches are the principal per- 


ishable crop shipped from 
here 


but cumcumbers, beans, tomatoes, 
plums, squash, potatoes and rad- 
ishes also contribute heavily, to 
this section's income. 


McClure said a canning 
plant 


probably would be built in con- 
junction with the freezing unit pri- 
marily to process "overripes" not 
suitable for shipping as fresh vege- 
tables.

Farming is classified as a dan- 


gerous occupation, for many farm 
accidents result in severe injury or 
death. Farm leaders and farm fam- 
ilies are aware of the need for ac-' 
cidont prevention, and farm visitors 
should co-operate with them this 
summer. Faim as svell as urban ac- 
cidents are largely preventable, ac- 
" 
" " 
' 
Safety 


Induction examinations for mil- 


itary service revealed serious mu- 
tilation cases among young men 
from the farm who survived ma- 
jor injuries. Many of these acci- 
dents were due to careless use of 
power machinery, 
and, although 


the designers, manufacturers, and 
safety 
engineers are making an 


effort to produce farm machinery 
which is less liable to cause acci- 
dents, the operator of the machine 
still is the most important factor 
in accident prevention. 


Any running machine can cause 


an accident, and many .such result 
from someone's starting a machine 
while it is being repaired or ad- 
justed. 
All machines should be 


stopped before repairs 
are 
at- 


tempted. Ragged, loose 
clothing 


or long mufflers can be caught in 
pulleys, cogs and belts. 
GLOVES ARE DANGEROUS 


Loss of fingers, hands, and arms 


may result 
from tinkering with 


machinery while wearing ragged, 
long-linger-ed gloves. Jumping on 
ami off the seal of a moving ma- 
chine is another accident breeder, 
and flying ropes and cables have 
injured or killed many a farmer. 
Falls are just as common on the 


farm as in the city. Dark stair- 
ways, rotted rails, missing steps, 
and climbs 
on wobbly 
supports 


may cause accident. 
Low ceil- 


ings and low overheads on doors 
can produce skull fractures. Chil- 
dren should 
not be allowed 
to 


climb over buildings or to play on 
broken ladders and machinery. 
Just 
as careless housekeeping 


causes most accidents in the home, 
careless housekeeping in the barn- 
yard may result in accidents. A 
sharp tool dropped on the ground 
can uc obscured 
by weeds, and 


someone may step on a cutting 
edge without realizing it is there. 
Baie'foot children can 
run nails 


into their feel, and, as -all farm 
soil 
is contaminated wilh horse 


manure containing lelanus germs, 
lockjaw is a possibility following 
such an accident. 
PUT PITCHFORKS AWAY 


A pitchfork is one of the most 


dangerous tools Used on the farm. 
If a pitchfork is left leaning againsl 
a haystacjv, it may cause a serious 
injury lo someone who slides down 
the side of the stack and is caught 
on the handle. 


Throwing a fork down from the 


mow and then jumping on the hay 
has caused many a man to be se- 
i iously hurt. When forks are not 
in use, they should be hung on a 
wall to prevent anyone from step- 
ping on thair sharp prongs. 


This is a good time to make re- 


pairs around the farm and 
the 


house in order to prevent a fire 
next winter. Farmers should warn 
their visitors of the possibility of 
injuiy by farm animals and should 
stress the fire hazard created 
careless smoking habits.

lubcrclin test An X-ray examina- 
tion of my chest did not show any 
signs ol' tuberculosis.

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Nashville to 
Erect 'Quifck 
Freeze' Plant 


By SAM G. HARRIS 
Nashville, June. 17 — (/P) — A 


"quick freeze" plant to eliminate 
much of the price-depressing peak 
marketing of this section's highly 
perishable fruit and truck crops 
will be erected here for operation 
in 1947, President Bob McClure of 
the Nashville Chamber 
of 
Com- 
merce, said today. 


McClure, a produce dealer ,orch- 


ardist and stockman, said "five or 
six local men' "have formed a com- 
pany to erect the plant primarily 
off Ihe "buyer's market" created 
by Ihe simultaneous ripening 
of 


the fruit and truck crops in this 
region. 


"A small freezing plant is oper- 


ating here now but it cannot take 
care of nearly 
enough 
of 
the 
crops," McClure asserted. 


Nashville's market row already 


is a commercial "madhouse" as a 
result of neacc marketing which 
started June 1. Trucks and produce 
buyers crowd the streets. 


McClure said the principal peach 


crop — the elbertas — would not 
start moving until about July 
5. 


Two early varielics of peaches are 
being shipped now. 


He predicted that the total peach 


crop this year would fall short of 
the big 2.3UU carload crop of 1945 
because of "just one of those things 
—there wasn't as much budding on 
he trees this year as usual." He 
estimated about 1,800 carloads of 
peaches would be harvested 
and 


shipped from here by August 10. 


Peaches are the principal per- 


ishable crop shipped from 
here 


but cumcumbers, beans, tomatoes, 
plums, squash, potatoes and rad- 
ishes also contribute heavily, to 
this section's income. 


McClure said a canning 
plant 


probably would be built in con- 
junction with the freezing unit pri- 
marily to process "overripes" not 
suitable for shipping as fresh vege- 
tables.

Control of blister beetles, com 


mon summer posts in Hempstcad 
county gardens, is best accomplish- 
ed by dusting the swarm with 
cryolite. Control is simple, Cora Lee 
West brook, home 
demonstration 
agent, told gardeners recently, urg- 
ing them to take prompt action 
to save their gardens from blister 
beetle raids. 


Dusting should be doiie by circ- 
ling the swarm and working toward 
the center. This will avoid scatter- 
ing the insects and will make it 
possible to treat only a small area. 


Four precautions are listed for 


using cryolite. These include: ( l i 
Make only a light application: (2) 
Apply only when the plants art- 
dry: (3) Mix only with flour, never 
with lime, when it is necessary to 
dilule the insecticide: and (4) ' Do 
not use on edible parts of a plant 
within two weeks of harvest. 


Thc most destructive of the blis- 
ter beetles is the striped one, some- 
times called the notato 
beetl? 
Th's one is slcnder,~about one- half 
inch long, and is colored 
with 


black and yellow stripes like 
the 


Colorado potato beetle. Movin" in 
swarms, the pests strip all vege- 
tation where they feed. They may 
destroy only a small patch and then 
migrate to another field or garden 
before fseding again.

We might 
say, with equal confidence and ac- 
curacy, thai thc American people 
were diverted for a day or two by 
the Supreme Court set-to, and then 
promptly forgot it. 


After all, if a lapse of judicial 


decorum is reason for loss of faith, 
then Americans should have given 
$.\i on thc country's highest court 142 
years ago. For, in 1804, Associate 
Justice Samuel Chase was impeach- 
ed for misconduct in » trial involv- 
ing thc Sedition Law. 


And the people have had thc op- 


portunity lo lose faith in other of 
our governmental institutions. The 
Republic was only eight years old 
when a senator was impeached. 
There have 
also been impeach- 


ments of a President, a Secretary 
of War, and nine federal judges. 
Yet somehow thc nation has man- 
fjlged 
to retain considerable con- 


Ticlcncc in the office of President, 
in the Congress, the Cabinet, and 
the judicial branch of thc govern- 
ment. 


Much has been made of thc fact 


lhal seven of Ilia present Supreme 
Court justices were appointed by 
the late President Roosevelt. Tho 
trouble has been traced back to 
thc "courtpacking" attempt of 1937. 
But why .should seven men of the 
same political parly, picked for .a 
certain 
political like-mindcdness, 


l>c less compatible than a court 
fVhosc appointments stretch over 
several adminslralions, and which 
shows a more even political dec-is 
ion? 


Perhaps Ihe trouble is thai the 


seven 
political bedfellows 
ar.c 


more politicians than jurists. Or 
il may be that Ihc American peo- 
ple wore just .shocked to find Su- 
preme Court justices giving way lo 
human emotions. 


Few of us could hayo been pleas-

Atomic Bombs, Space Ships

weapon that may develop into a 
defense against atomic rockets or

modmg many standard1 weapons 
used in the world war of a year

Only 13 of the 3V me-ibers 
were present when the meeting 
opened. 


"Rsearch and further study may 
reveal the possibility 
of 
making 


sufficient fund savailable 
without 


additional taxes," Hurley declared. 


It is the hope of this sub-corn^ 
mittee to be able at a ruture date 
to prescnl a definile proposal on 
Ihe subject. Any attempt to'reflect 
conclusive thinking on this point 
would be entirely premature ac- 
cording to the best judgment 
of 
th's commitlee." 


The melhod by which 10 or 12 


million dollars could 
be 
raised 


wilhout new taxation was not in- 
dicated in the report and Hurley 
did not elaborate. 


The sub-committee's report also 
included comment that: 


The additional revenue be :"or "a 


ten-year period. If proper progress 
is lo be made."

There be "more equitable dis- 
Iribulion of construction funds on a 
specific formula, whereby 50 per 
cent would be allocated

for construction of highway routes 
within 
corporate 
limits. (The

dicated.) 


The legislature should

consultation 


program within the state highway 
department for use by counties and 
municipalities. 


County turnback funds should be 


augmented between now and 
the 


convening of tho legislature to en- 
able counties to 
match 
iederal 


funds on secondary construction. 


Hurley commented 
that "the 


foregoing items are 
recommend- 


ations submitted as the initial ap- 
proach in formulating plans ior a 
ten-year roud and highway pro- 
gram dsigncd lo reach each 
and 


every county and municipality in 
the slate. 


"Because much of the road and 


highway revenue accruing in Ihe 
stale is derived from use of county 
roads, we feel that additional study 
is necessary before making more 
positive recommendations wi'h ref- 
erence to Ihc proporation of the 
amount of money needed to give 
over all improvement
